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TSUD’S WEEKEND 
OPTION 


Weekend University, TSUD’s 
newest addition to its lineup of 
academic options for the nontradi- 
tional student, is what Special 
Programs Director Dr. Debbie 
Goodman calls "the no-excuse pro- 
gram." "Many people delay begin- 
ning or completing their college 
degree because with work and/or 
family responsibilities they do not 
have the time to attend classes 
during the week. With the addition 
of the weekend credit program to 
the University’s schedule, students 
can now attend courses day and 
evening during the week, as well as 
on the weekends.” 


TSUD’s Weekend University is of- 
fered in five basic schedules includ- 
ing: Friday evening/Saturday; 
Saturday morning; Saturday after- 
noon; Saturday alternating; and 
Sunday afternoon. 


Response to the first quarter of 
Weekend University has been 
quite good. Goodman reports an 
enrollment of over 120 students for 
the 9 courses being held this spring. 
"I think that this is a very good en- 
roliment for the first time out in the 
weekend format." 


Even more encouraging than the 
actual enrollment has been what 
Goodman says are the very positive 


comments she has received from 
the "charter members" of the 
weekend program, "We are serving 
a diverse student body through the 
weekend classes. As examples, 
there are several females who have 
indicated that they are able to at- 
tend classes only on weekends be- 
cause their spouse is available at 
this time to help with children. 
There is a salesman who travels 
throughout the week and can at- 
tend classes only on the weekends, 
as well as several students who also 
attend during the week who are en- 
rolled in Weekend University in 
order to complete their studies 
sooner." 


Landra Lane is among those who 
found that Weekend University fits 
more smoothly into her schedule 
than courses offered at more tradi- 
tional times. As a counselor for 
Calhoun County (GA) Elementary 
School, Lane often finds her work 
hours extending well into the eve- 
ning. "During the week, my job calls 
for me to be a facilitator at night 
working with parents and on 
workshops. It was hard for me to 
find a night when I had no obliga- 
tions to either my children or to my 
work." 


TSUD’s Weekend University 
turned out to be an ideal solution to 
Lane’s predicament allowing her to 
balance her time between family, 
job, and work on her Education 
Specialist degree. "I was able to 
schedule a class which meets every 


other Saturday, so that I can spend 
some time on the weekends with my 
children," she said. 


The future of Weekend University 
appears to be extremely bright and 
Goodman says she has high hopes 
for the fledgling program. "We an- 
ticipate that over time, this pro- 
gram will attract additional 
students who because of limitations 
of access and time have not been 
able to complete their under- 
graduate or graduate degrees." 


TSUD GROWTH CON- 
TINUES 


The 1990 Spring Quarter marked 
TSUD’s eleventh consecutive 
quarter of increased enrollment. 
The 1,807 students who enrolled 
this spring at the University repre- 
sented an increase of 7.4% over 
enrollment for the 1989 Spring 
Quarter and an increase of 21.8% 
over that recorded at this time five 
years ago.
